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FIRST REPORT 
ON SAN DOMINGO 


War Department Issues 
Statement en Adminis- 
tration in Island. 


Washingtin, September 14.—The war de- 
partment has made public today the first 
complete report of Colonel Colton, ‘‘con- 
troller and genera] receiver of the cus- 
toms service of Santo Domingo,” show- 
ing the customs recéipts and _ other 
finance data for April last, the first 
period of the administration of the island 
revenues by the Americans. 

C@ionel Colton introduces his statement 
by some remarks respecting conditions in 
Santo Domingo, which are not generally 
known. He says that “there are no 
countries in the tropics, and few else- 
where, possessed of a more healthful cll- 
mate. No infectious or contagious dis- 
eases Or diseases peculiar to tropical cli- 
mates are prevalent, the average health 
is at least equal to that of the United 
States, and aS Much manual labor may be 
performed without injury to the health, 
as in most of the American states. The 
average mean temperature for July and 
August was 79 and for December and 
January 74.5 degrees. 

“The population is variously estimated 
at from 350,000 to 500,000, the former 
number being more probably correct.”’ 

Colonel Colton describes the vast origi- 
nal possibilities of the island, the abund- 


ant mineral resources, and says that “al-|

Judge Mareus Beck Appointed 
Associate Justice 


Judge Fish Succeeds the Late Judge 
T. J. Simmons, and Judge Beck 
Succeeds Judge Fish—At- 
torney General Hart De- 
clared Appointments. 


Associate Justice W. H. Fish is now 
chief justice of the supreme court, while 
Judge Marcus W. Beck, of Griffin, filis 
the vacancy on the supreme bench as as- 
sociate justice, created by the death of 
Chief Justice T. J, Simmons and the ele- 
| vation of Justice Fish. 

These appointments were made by Gov- 
ernor Terrell] upon receipt of information 
from Attorney General John C., Hart that 


he could not accept the appointment to 
the supreme court vacancy. 

It had been generally understood at the 
capitol that Judge Hart could Nave had 


the appointment to the supreme bench if 
he desireqd it. Although hesitating to 
lose his services as attorney general, ve- 
cause of the great value they have been 
to the state, Governor Terrell did 
tender the supreme court justiceship to 
Judge Hart, and the latter took the 
matter under consideration. 
However, in spite of the fact that the 
salary of a supreme court judge is just 
twice that of the attorney general, and 
also that the position is one of the most 
desirable in the state, Judge Hart felt 
he could not, under the circumstances, 
accept it. Since he has been attorney 


general a jJarge amount of important 
litigation has come up in which the state 
is deeply interested, financially ang oth- 
erwise. Judge Hart {s thoroughly fa- 
miliar with this litigation, most of which 
is still pending, and he considered it his 
duty to the state to remain in his pres- 
ent office and carry ‘these various liti- 
gations through to their final issue. 
Chief Justice Fish. 

As presiding justice of the second di- 
vision of the supreme court, and there- 
fore next In position to the chief justice, 
it was the unanimous desire of the other 
Supreme court justices that Justice Fish 
should succeed Chief Justice Simmons. 
Governor Terre]] took the same view, and 
when he had made up his ming as to the 
appointee to fill the vacancy, he prompt- 
ly appointed Justice Fish chief justice. 
Justice Fish thereupon resigned as as- 
sociate justice, which resignation was 
accepted, and at once became chief jus- 
tice. 

Chief Justice Fish was born in Macon 
county, May 12, 1849. He graduated at 
the state university in 1869, studied Jaw 
at the University of Virginia, was ad- 
mitted to. the bar at Oglethorpe, Ga., in 
1871, and enjoyed a large and lucrative 
practice. He was appointed judge of the 
county court of Macon county in January, 
1877, ang continued in that office until 
1891, when he was elected judge of the 
superior courts of the southwestern cir- 
cuit. He was elected associate justice of 
the supreme court in 1896 and drew the 
short term of two years. He was re- 
elected to the full term in 1898 and again 
in 1904. When Judge W. A. Little re- 
signed, the priority next ‘to the chief jus- 
tice fell upon Justice Fish, and he_has 
since been presiding justice of the second 
division. 

Chief Justice Fish married Mary P. 
Hines, of Sandersville, Ga. They have 
one daughter. He is a man of fine cul- 
ture and is gifted with the faculty of 
nice distinction and subtle giscrimination, 
characteristics of a true lawyer. He jis 
a trustee of the state university and was 
at one time a trustee of Wesleyan Fe- 
male college, Macon. 

Associate Justice Beck. 

Had Attorney General Hart accepted the 
appointment to the supreme bench, Judge 
Marcus W. Beck would have been ap- 
pointed attorney general. But, as has 
been stated. Judge Hart declined and 
Judge Beck was made associate justice 
of the supreme court. 

This is practically the first opportunity 
Governor Terre}] has had of showing im- 
portant consideration for the sixth con- 
gressional district, which he has. long 
desired to do. He was glad of this op- 
portunity as well as the fact that he 
could place upon the benck.a learned law- 
yer and an able judge. 

Associate Justice Marcus W. Beck wms 
born in Harris county in !186!. He grad- 
uated at the state university in 1881, and 
in the law department of 1882. He was 
admitted to the bar upon his diploma, 
and at once began the practice of law, 
where he progressed with much success. 
He was a member of.the alliance senate 
in 1890 and 1891, and in 1892 was elect- 
ed solicitor general of the Flint circuit. 
In 1894 he resigned and ran for judge 
in which position he succeedeq Judge J. 
J. Hunt. He remained judge of the 
Flint circuit from: 1895 until 1898, when 
he resigned and became a major in the 
Third Georgia regiment, United States 
volunteers, during the war with Spain. 
Associate Justice John 8S. Candler, now 
on the supreme bench, was colonel of this 
regiment. After being mustered out he 
returned to the practice of law in Grif- 
fin. Justice Beck is a member of the 
Griffin Baptist church. . He is a lawyer 
of marked ability and a citizen of the 
highest honor and integrity, 

This makes the sixth appointment Gov- 
ernor Terrell has made to the supreme 
court bench during his term of office. 
four of his appointees still being on the 
bench. He appointed Justice Hency G. 
Turner, Justice Joseph R. Lamar, Justice

RETIRES FROM THE FIELD 


Has Made His Last Appearance Before the Rairoad 
Commission---Argument Heard in Reweighing 
Case---State Capitol Gossip. 


“<¢ 2LL, I have made by last ap- 

W pearance before the railroad 

commission,’’ announced W. H. 

Brewer, of Griffin, to the members of 

the commission yesterday. “‘This time 

I am going to retire from the field. I 
retire with honor, but without glory.’ 

The members of the commission ex- 
pressed. regret that Mr. Brewer had 
reached this determination. Mr. Brewer 
said he first came before the railroad 
commission in 1888, and that the only 
time he ever won out in any contention 
was in the first complaint he made. 

“IT succeeded then in getting a reduc- 
tion of 40 cents a bale in the rate on 
cotton, and helped the farmer. that 
much,” he said. ‘“‘But since then I have 
never been able to carry my point. I 
hope you’ will ‘decide with me in the 
case I have -before you now and let me 
retire at least with that much glory.’’ 

The commission said they would <con- 
sider the matter. 

The case to which Mr. Brewer re- 
ferred, and which he now has pending 
before the commission is an application 
to put the Southern raiway and Central 
of Georgia in what is known: ag class 
‘““A.”’ so as to take away from them the 
privilege of charging 25 per cent in ad- 
dition to the standard tariff rates as fix- 
ed by the commission. Mr. Brewer has 
presented his statement in connection 
with the matter and has said goodbye, 
leaving it with the commission. 

The commission spent the entire mo2rn- 
ing in hearing argument in the matter 
of the complaint of P. «. Rice and other 
merchants of Augusta and severa! At- 
lanta merchants, on account of the re- 
fusal] of the railroads to permit the re- 
weighing of car loads of freight at ics- 
tination, 

This matter has been before the com- 
mission for a couple of months, and at 
the last meeting representatives of the 
railroads stated they would try to reach 
some agreement with the shippers on the 
subject. This has not been done, and 
the commission is now asked to pass an 
order requiring the railroads to reweich 
euch carloads of freight. where demani 
for it is made. It is claimed that there 
are often large Tosses cf certain classes 
of freight, such as coal and similar bulk 
material, while it is enroute, and it ts 
for this reason that the privilege of re- 
weighing is desired. 

Argument in behalf of the railroais in 
this case was made by Hon, Spencer R. 
Atkinson, of Atlanta. The commission 
will probably reach a decision in the mat- 
ter within the next day or two. 


May Appoint Judge Russell. 

For the first time since the passage 
at the recent session of the legislature 
of the law providing for the appointment 
of judges to hold court where the regu- 
lar judge is incapacitated by sickness, 
Governor Terrell is called upon to make 
such an appointment. Heretofore the 
superior court*judges have assisted each 
other at such times by courtesy, but 
under the new law the governor may 
designate another judge, whose expenses 
shall be paid from the state treasury.

Must Not Interfere. 

There were no new developments in 
the state quarantine situation yester- 
day beyond the statement of Secretary 
H. F. Harris, of the state board of 
health, that the state inspectors are now 
working all the way into Atlanta on the 
roads coming into the city, and that any 
inspectors sent oute by the city of At- 
lanta who attempt to question passen- 
gers on the trains or otherwise inter- 
fere with the state quarantine will be 
arrested by the state inspectors, Dr. 
Harris says the Atlanta inspectors have 
no right whatever to question passen- 
gers or to conflict with the state quaran- 
tine in tany other manner and that the 
state board proposes to see that it is 
stopped. 

Dr. Harris says the quarantine is now 
effective and that persons from. the 
infected districts are being “kept out of 
the state. 


Cattle Tick Quarantine. 

The people of Gilmer county are going 
to have a mass meeting on Saturday, 
September 23, to discuss the quarantine 
situation. But it is not the yellow fever 
quarantine that is disturbing them. They 
don’t care two straws. for the state quar- 
antine, one way or the other. It is the 
cattle tick quarantine that is the all- 
absorbing topic up in Gilmer, and that 
is what will be discussed at the mass 
meeting in Ellijay next week. Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture T. G, Hudson and 
T. L. Willoughby, of the state experi- 
ment station, will attend the meeting 
and discuss the matter with the people 
of Gilmer. 

What Gilmer county wants is to be in- 
cluded on the northern side of the United 
States government cattle quarantine line, 
so that they can ship their cattle to 
northern markets. But in order to bring 
this about they must first get rid of the 
cattle tick which produces Texas fever. 
The mass meeting is called for the pur- 
pose of deciding whether Gilmer county 
shal] be put under state quarantine regu- 
lations with a view to suppressjng the 
cattle tick. This is the most effective 
method of getting rid of the tick, and the 
county cannot get on the other side of 
the government line until the tick has 
been eradicated. 


Hughes Says He Will Run. 

Hon, Dudley M. Hughes, of Danville, 
Twiggs county, is in the city looking 
after the interests of the State Agricui- 
tural Society in connection with the ap- 
proaching state fair to be given in At- 
lanta., 

“Yes, I am in the race for congress 
from the third congressional district,’ 
said Mr. Hughes, when asked about the 
matter. “I have given my friends gen- 
erally to understand that I would make 
the race, though I have not as yet. made 
formal announcement of my candidacy. 
I will do this, however, within a short 
time in the papers of my district.” 

Mr. Hughes’ term as president of the 
State Agricultural Society does not ex- 
pire until] February, and in this capacity 
he has important duties to perform in 
connection with the state fair. On this 
account he stated he would not at pres- 
ent do any active campaign work. 

Speaking of the cotton crop, Mr. Hughes 
said he had never seen it poorer in the 
history of the state. f 

“The stalk in many sections presents 
a fine appearance,” he said, “but it 
stands up straight and is not bent over 
by the weight of the fruit. In fact, in 
many sections the stalks are almost bare. 
I do not believe Georgia will make a 
million bales this year.”

Aroused in Battle Against 
Disease. 


Washington, September 14.—That the 
people of Porto Rico have become thor- 
oughly awakened and enthusiastic in 
their desire and endeavor to rid them- 
selves of the scOurge of anaemia, popu- 
larly designated as the ‘‘lazy worm,” af- 
fliction, is indicated in a report just re- 
ceived by the surgeon genera! of the 
army from Captain B, K. Ashford, who 
is expending $18,000 this year in a 
camp2ign against that malady. 

During the months of June, July and 
August nearly 10,000 patients had been 
treated, with cures in nearly every in- 
stance. In August at the médical] station 
in Aibonito, exactly one-third of the 


| population was treated. This number was 


2,482, of which only six died, 716 were 
discharged as ‘fully cured, while the ma- 
jority of the remainder are on the road 
to. recovery. 

The effect of the disease is to render 
the victim absolutely unfit for work. 
The disease gradually wastes away the 
tissues, during which time the afflicted 
becomes a public charge. The natives be- 
ileved this wasting away was from lack 
of food and ridiculed the idea that a

Up-to-date Grandstand 


‘Everything Depends On Success of 


Owners In Securing a Long 
Time Lease of Present 
Park From the

Another innovation planned by the 
owners is an arrangement by which the 
scores of al] the games in the Southern 
League will be posted each day as the 
Atlanta game is being played. This is 
done in al) the big league cities, and will 
be of interest to the loca] fans. 

It is also intended to erect a handsome 
club house for the use of the players 
in order to give them every possible in- 
ducement_to-play good ball.

Trading Was -on bn 
Moderate Scale, 


Selected Stocks Were Bid Up Vigor- 
ously—Final Prices Were But 
Slightly Below Best, Despite 
Some Late Profit Tak- 
ing—-Close Firm. 


New York, September 14.—Stocks were 
free from any pressure to sell today, and 
the money market showed no evidence of 
urgent demand to borrow.- These were 
the conditions which prompted the room 
traders and some large professional] op- 
erators to work for a high level of prices.
